DESCENDED TO ROYALTY. 


Lament of Bernadotte, Who Was Once 
a Marshal of France. 

Jean Baptiste Jules Bernadotte, one 
of Napoleon's marshals and king of 
Sweden and Norway, was born at Pau, 
France, on Jan. 20, 1764, and died in 
Stockbolm on March 8, 1844. He was 
the son of a lawyer and was educated 
for that profession. In 1780 he enlist- 
ed in the Royal marines and subse- 
quently took part and achieved historic 
distinction in the I'rench revolution. 
{le worked his way up until he be 
came one of Napoleon's marshals, and 
he ended by being not only the ruler, 
but the popular sovereign, of Sweden, 
whose language be really never mas- 
tered. With extreme intelligence and 
in this imitating Napoleon himself be 
surrounded himself with a kind ef roy- 
il medieval atmospbere. 

He always remained a [’renchman at 
heart, and, though he soon ceased to 
ve on even friendly terms with the 
man to whom be owed everything, the 
news of Napoleon's overthrow at Wa- 
terloo filled him with grief. Ue was 
then still only Prince of Sweden and 
did not proclaim himself king until 
february of 1818. when Louis X VILL. 
actually found himself compelled to 
send an epvoy to bear his congratula- 
uions to a brother sovereign who had 
begup life as one of the humblest sub- 
jects of Louis XVI. He lived long

Che following quotation from “Farey 
on the Steam Engine.” published in 
will be welcomed by inany: 

“The machinery in the great brewer- 
ies and distilleries in London was then 
moved by tbe strength of borses, and 
(he proprietors of those establishments 
who were first to require Mr. Watt's 
vugines always inquired what number 
of horses an intended engine would be 
equal to. 

“In consequence Mr. Watt made 
some experiments on the strong borses 
employed by the brewers in London 
and found that «a borse of that kind, 
walking at the rate of two and one- 
balf miles an hour. could draw 150 
pounds avoirdupois by means of a rope 
passing over 1 pulley, so as to raise up 
that weight. with a vertical motion, at 
the rate of 220 feet per minute. This 
exertion of tnechanical power is equal 
to 33.000 pounds (or 52S cubic feet) of 
water raised vertically throngb a space 
of one foot per minute, and he depoml- 
nated it 1 horsepower, to serve for a 
measure of the power exerted by bis 
steam engines.” 

This estimate is much berond the 
capacity of the averausg strong borse. 
Smeaton and other early engineers es- 
timated that 22.000 ponnds per minute 
was more accurate.— Power. 
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then still only Prince of Sweden and 
did not proclaim himself king until 
february of 1818. when Louis XVIII.

Some of the Weapons Which Were 
Used In the Cutting Up of the 
Camel Corps In Somaliland Were 
by Irony of Fate Secured From 
Britain Herself — Abyssinia Is 
Mostly to Blame.

Corps last August in Somaliland, led 
to the sendirg of the special repre- 
sentative of an English newspaper to 
that country, to endeavor to solve the 


mystery how the Mad Mvllab obtains- 


arms and ammun..ion. 

It is a well-known fact thai some 
guns were obtained from the British 
Government * itself; indirectly of 
course. When the troops were with- 
dra\n from the Soudan, rifles and 
cartridges were distributed to the 
friendly tribes so that they might 
protect themselves against the Mad 
Mullah’s hosts. The ammunition was 
generally expended in 


ou., the rifles were given to the Mul- 
law in the hope of buying him off. 


Having thus secured a large number | 


of these rifles, the Mullah had little 
difficulty in taking the rest by force. 
Still, this present from the Britivh 


Government was not large enough to | 


explain how it is that his men are, 
and always have been, liberal!y sup- 
plied with rifles. Africa is rigorously 
closed to the gun traffic. The giving

Abyssinia, a ridiculous and quite ir- 
responsible black s’ate, is being  1- 
lowed to sow the seed of endles% 
trouble in the Soudan, in Central 
Africa, and in East Africa. The har- 
vest is for England to reap, and al- 
ready we have had a foretaste of it 
in the troubles with the Mullah. From 
the Addis Abeba factory rifles are dis- 
tributed as far as the Congo, the 
Western Sahara, and Portuguese Fa&t 
Africa. 

The people of Abyssinia do not at 
first sight impress one with theirs 
worthiness to be allowed any liberty 
in the dangerous matter of the arms 
traffic.

ONTARIO POLITICS

Mr. N. W. Rowell and the Biberal 
party in Ontario are giving more and 
more attention to the agricultural 
situation in the Province and it is 
evident that they consider it one of 
the most pressing problems of the day. 

At Woodstock on February 6th, Mr. 
Rowell laid special eaphasis on the 
question of rural life. e pointed out 
the serious situation arising from the 
decline in rural population in Old 
Ontario, and showed that it affected 
all branches of life including the 
school and the church. 

Mr. Rowell referred to the {agricul- 
tural commission in 1881 by the gov- 
ernment of Sir Oiiver Mowat to in- 
vestigate rural condition in Ontario. 

* That investigation,’ declared Mr. 
Rowell, * started a new era in the 
agriculcural developement of Ontario. 
More than thirty years have passed 
since then and the time has now come 
when we should have another stock- 
taking and a thorough agricultural 
survey, Let us get at the facts,” 

Mr. Rowell referred to the Opposi- 
tion’s proposal at the last Session of 
the Legislature that the government 
| should appoint a thorough. independ- 
}entand non-partisan commission, and 
pointed out that the Government had 
refused. The Leader of the Opposi- 
{tion promised that the resolution 
| would be re-introduced this year. 

Mr. Rowell took up a number of 
questions of interest to the rural com- 
munities, including farm labor, good 
roads, extension of the Hydro Electric 
to the farmers, radial railways, co- 
operation and agricultural education.

Handling Hogs In Winter. 

The successful hog growers use a 
little system in bandling their fall and 
winter hogs the same us they do when 
handling otber valuable stock. If the 
farmer wants his pigs to grow as fast 
as possible he will probably give them 
a mixture of 95 per cent corn chop and 
4 per cent tankage the first thing in 
the morning. He will then slop the 
herd along about 9 or 10 o'clock. He 
will give the herd just enough feed at 
both of these times so they will clean 
it up «nd be slightly anxious tor more. 
Alfalfa hay will be in evidence at all 
times. The hogs will be slopped again 
avout 3 or 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
and given chop and tankage again the 
lust thing in the evening. ‘This is one 
method of feeding. ‘here are others. 

Remedy For Horse Itch. 

Horses seem sometimes to be affect: 
ed with a serious itebing of the skip 
at the roots of the mane and likewise 
the roots of the hair about the tail 
which cannot be attributed to lice. The 
remedy which is suggested for an in 
fection of this kind is to thoroughly 
wash the part affected with sonp and 
water and after drying apply an jodine 
ointment, rubbing it in enrefully. The 
jodine ointment may be made by tak: 
ing one-half dram of iodide of potasb 
and one ounce of lard. Lasative food 
and a four ounce dose of salts until 
the bowels nre meving well will be @ 
benefit to the horses in this condition. 
Intestinal worms, and especially pin 
worms, occasionally cuuse more or less 
rubbing of the tall.

WATERPROOFING CLOTH. 


Wiley Got the Idea From an Acci- 
dent In a Dyehouse. 

The waterproofing of cloth so univer- 
sal today was unknown twenty-five 
years ago. In 1890 Thomas Fearnley 
Wiley of Bedford, England, took out 
the first patent for the process known 
as waterprooting cloth. 

IIe got the idea from an accident in 
a Yorkshire dyehbouse. Certain goods 
had been wrongly dyed, and the work- 
nen were directed té wash out the sur- 
plus logwood color with alum. After 
the goods had been dried the improve- 
ment was so marked that the dyer or- 
dered a repetition of the alum wash- 
ing. The cloth was sent to the wet- 
ting machine, but the workmen found 
that they could not wet it. It passed 
through the water und came out dry. 
Thus the discovery made. tbat 
eloth could be waterproof and yet re-
